Dr. Corbett, who was to have been guest speaker at 
the public mesting on the llth was obliged to cancel his appointment, 
and from librarians in all threés provinces came regretful notificae 
tions that owing to the restrictions on motor travelling they might 
bé unable to attend. Ths Mount Allison authorities were gallantly 
holding opsn the Women's Residence for the accommodation of the 
délegatées with board and lodging, and all thinzs promised 4 suc- 
cessful conference if we could have overcome the difficultiss in 
travelling. 


During the years since the reorganization of the Maritime 
Library Association in 1934 the institution has become a real é6du- 
cational force, and is recognized as such throughout Canada, the 
United States, and even in other countries. W6e must not allow its 
light to grow dim ‘though this is a season of blackouts. Please 
send your annual fées as usual to the Secretary-Treasurer, who is 
also the Editor of the Bulletin, and whose address will be found 
on the first page ot this issus.

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The President's Letter 


It is with regret thet we announce the caneellstion of our 
ginual meéting in June. Actuslly, it is only & post ‘o1erient, sor we 
feel that we shall be mecsting within as year at the least. 


A whole seriés oi catastronhes fé6éll our way after we had ar- 
ranged a program which we thought extraordinarily good. Dr. LA. 
Corbett, Director of Adult Education for Canada, had >romised two 
months ago to bé with us to address a public meéting on "Adult Educa- 
tion and Post-War Reconstruction" on the evening of June ll. The 
President or Mount Allison had consented to >reside at the mesting 
which we hoped would be a rallying point tor all the noble souls in- 
terested in adult education from Moncton to Truro, from Charlottétown 
to Saint John. The goose hung high, too high. last week we had word 
from Dr. Corbett that his work wss taking him to Washington, the West 
Coast, and on the dsy he was scheduled to snéak to.us he would be held 
in Toronto to attend a conference o” the Reconstruction Committee, of 
which he is a member. That wes the -irst blow. ‘The second camé when 
we had word that another of our speakers would in 911 probability be 
absent from the Maritimes during the Conference. This was followed b 
news of an acute gasoline shortezé, and some ov our members found tha 
it would be 6asier to get through the eye or & needle than to get a 
tire. We felt that the attendance would consequently be s® small that 
it was not air to ssi the Mount Allison suthorities to keep the resi- 
dence open and to mske arrangements or our mesls. After much con- 
sideration of pros and cons, the sxecutive of the H.L.4. decided to 
postpone the meeting. Our thanks to Miss Snider sor the time she spent 
in making such excellent arrangements, only to snend tore hours in un- 
making them. 


We very much regret hsving to miss Professor Gundy's talk on 
Medieval Libraries snd Mr. Medd's account of English Country Livrsaries. 
However, we Shall look upon these as déefcrred pleasures rather than 
lost speeches. 


One important matter of a pressing nature was to have been de- 
cided at the Conference - the ratification of the Constitution of the 
Canadian Library Council and the re-election of the present represen- 
tative from the ii.%... This can be done almost equally well by msil, 
Since the matter was discussed at last year's meeting thoroughly. 
Copies of the constitution were sent o t by our capable Hditor with 
the March Bulletin, and have probably been studied by us all. It is 
an extraordinarily well-»lanned and thorouzh picce of constitution 
making. The re-election of the outstanding librarians who wore 
originally chosen by the A.I.A. to consider the formation of 4 Cans- 
dian Library Council and the additions they made to their group seems 
to us to assure an efficient and note-worthy personnel. The Editor 
is enclosing a form in this number of the Bulictin asking cach member 





to vote on endorsing the Constitution snd re-sifirming the appointment 
of Miss Bateson as our membcr on the Canadian Library Council. Past 
experience has shown thet we could have no more cloguent an advocate, 
or more sincere and better informed a representative. 
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In. ths mcantime, lct us go on with our jobs, conscious of the 
‘truth-or the remark made by J.D. Adams in a recent New York Times: } 
"This is e wer which is bcing fought ror snd cbout snd with idcas, to ay 
an unprecedented dcegrcé, and books, which ore repository of idc-s, «cre oi 
wespons of might in thst war.”
